NVE of the three principall perſons in 
FN || this Action (whereof wee intreat) was 
Ednmnd Coppinger, a gentleman deſcen- 
ded ofa good houſe and linage, and one 
| of her Maieſties ſworne ſeruaunts, but a 
'\ Nfl RA | yonger brother, hauing no great liueli- 
G hood. His chiefe abode (as I haue lear- 
22 4 ned) for ſome yeeres paſt, hath bene in 
2 SUS and about the Citie of London, ' 
Another of them is Hemy eArthington, a gentleman likewiſe, 
whoſe place of birth and dwelling is ſaid to be in Torbeſure: hows 
beit for the greateſt part of certaine yeeres paſt, hee hath remained 
and ſoiourned in or about London. It is conſtantly (how credibly l 
know not) reported by ſome, who pretend to know it, that this 
Arthington (at the times of his long aboades at London) did molt 
conuerſe with another gentleman of YTorkeſhrre, by whoſe micanes, 
he preſently ſtands more deepely engaged, then his meane eſtate 
might well beare, and whoſe companie is feared to haue wrought 
in him ſmall duetifull opinion of the godly reformanon planted 
and eſtabliſhed by the meanes of her Adairſtie, It is diſcouered by 
the mutuall letters of Arthington and the aforeſaid other Torkeſhire 
gentleman, that certaine ſeditious and ſlanderous bookes agayolt 
| 2 Comnſell, Indges,and this whole Eftate, were receiued & diſper- 
' Non ſuch remaining about the Citie of Coppinger and Ar- 
thington, they fell to be acquainted together for ſome yeeres paſt. 
heſe two made ſemblance, and ſo were holden to bee profeſ- 
ſors of the Goſpel, neither of the coldeſt ox lewke warme ſort, (as 
ſuch doe vntruly terme others, who bee in deed godly wile, with a 
ſober moderation) but rather of thoſe that more ** may bee

Theſe two hauing itching eares, moſt vſually heaped to them- 
ſelues, and made choiſe to heare and follow ſuch preachers, as 
were thought fitteſt to feede their humour: which preachers, with 
their fad lookes, frequent ſighes abroad, long and vehement con- 
ceiued prayers, bitter and playne inuectiues in priuate, and priuie 
deprauing mpublike, of the la wes and policie Eccleſiaſticalſ, ioy- 
ned with their yſuall ſpeeches, beſides ſundry infamous libels and 
other pamphlets ſpred alreadie for aduauncing that gouernement 
(which they d ee The Diſcipline ) may ſeeme ſo to 
haue inflamed theſe two perſons, as that they thought this Deſci- 
plinea worthic ſubieR whereupon they ſhouldſpend moſt of their 
actions and cogitations, 

Their mindes being thus prepared, it happened that ſome prea- 
chers of this D:ſcipline were begun to bee proceeded with in the 
moſt honourable court of Starre chamber, about the ſame time 
that this Coppinger (by meanes of one Giles Wigginton) came ac- 

uainted with William Hacket, the third actor and chieſe ſetter 
foorth ofthis tragedie. 
Concerning the ſayd Wigginton (becaule this alſo tendeth 
tothe better rodeefiueding of the whole action) he was borne or 
bred vp in Oundei in Northamptonſhire: (where Hacket dwelt) 


and he oſten teſorted into that countrey by that occaſion. He was 


not long ſince a miniſter, and Vicar of Sedberghe ind Dent in the 


North partes, but for his intollerable inſolencies and contempts 


agayn(t lawes, and the peace ofthe Church, was both depriued 
25 x Fr his benefice, and depoſed from his miniſterie by authoritie 
report of ſuch as know him beſt, and fauour him not a litle) whole 
zeale neuer came behind knowledge, nor bold-hatdieforwardnes, 
at any time went after diſcretion in him. | | 419d 1 
This Hacker had dwelt allo by along ſpace in Owndel, where 
firſt he ſerued one maſter Fuſes in Eſquier, by the ſpace of tenne 
yeeres : and after, for ſome time hee ſerued Sir Thomas Theſhians 
Knight: he was a notable bragging and quarelſome fellow, yet 
thought in trueth to be but a very recreant daſtard. . 
He long together vſed one le wd & vngodly practiſe, which was 
to reſort yntoſermons (of purpoſe) to 1 mocke, and carpe at 


them: and hauing a good memotie (which was eine

mendable part in him) he vſed in ſcoffing maner to h ouer a- 
gaine in alehouſes, the ſermons that hee had heard, moſt inſiſti 
and ſporting himſelfe and others at ſuch paſſages thereof, whi 
pleaſed him leaſt, or whereat he imagined any lely matter of de- 
riding might be gathered. "fly 

Whiles thus hee ſerued Maſter Haſſey, hee obtained (by his 
maſters countenance) the mariage of one ©Moretors widowe, of 
reaſonable ſubſtance, hauing alſo a good Farme in that towne. 
But hee, following looſe and licencious c ie, and an idle 
courſe of life, without labour or induſtrie cicher to get or ſaue, 
lewdly and riotouſlic miſpent and waſted in ſhort ſpace all her 

oods. . | 

It fell ſo out, that at length hee pretended from a Papiſt or an A. 
theiſt to be conuerted to religion and knowledge of the trueth : at 
what time he grewto beof — and inward acquaintance with 
the ſaid Giles Wig ginton, and was an eſpeciall follower and diſci- 

le of his, both at publike ſermons and priuate conuenticles. Of 

te times hee was alſo conſorted in partnerſhip of malt · making 
with uh, an, their great acquaintance and familiaritie may ap- 
peare by a letter ſent from Hacket vuto him, the third of March laſt, 
and by his lending vnto Hacięt of ten pounds: the ſuperſcription 
is, To the worſtupfull Miniſter of Gods word, M. Giles Wigginton at 
Newgate. In the letter thus hee writeth : M. Wiggimton { defire to 
communicate my ſpirit at large with you. hut I know not your keeper, And 
in the ende thereof, thus: Good M. Wigginton an ſound beart 
knowen to maſter Cartwright, maſter Snape, maſter Vaall, maſter 
Lord, FC, fl y 11/4 ; 
ample of life and behauiour, he ſo profited, that in ſhort ſpace bee 
proued one that profeſſed with the forwardeſt, and practiſed with 
the frowardeſt. For falling as fooles doe, from one extremitie to an 
other, Qu diam vitant vitia, in contraria carrunt,he grew to a moſt 
inſolent, proude, and contemptuous diſdaine of all preachers and 
others — 2 that fle w not bis pitch, or lay not to the le- 
uell of his pretended zeale. But moſt gladly and with greateſt fe- 
licitie that might be, hee vſed to ſpend his mouth largely in inue- 
ctiues, railings and contumelies againſt Biſhops and other gouer- 
nors of the Church, and alſo againſt the lawes, orders, and whole 
gouernment Eccleſiaſticall, not ſticking (as was probably ſuſpe.

ed) to procure alſo i ed infamous libels againſt thẽ and 
other preachers, &c. to be d and ſet vp thereabouts. 
| His deteſtation of Eccleſiaſticall orders commaunded, was ſo 
great, that he could not endure to frequent the ſermons which Ray 
the miniſter of that towne did preach, becauſe he ſeemed to him a 
little more conformable in ſom e few matters by authoritie eſta- 
bliſhed) then Hacket liked of. Wherfore on Sabboth dayes Hacket 
vſually did reſort to a place a mile off called Srokg (where the mini- 
ſer fitted his humor better) in commpanie of ſome of like ſtrayne to 
himſelfe,and ofcertaine light idle goſſips, whereofſome of the ſin- 
cereſt were ſayd to loue and like him fo little, as that ſhe could oft 
times be content to take the meate off his trencher, which hee had 
cut for himſelfe, and to eate it vp from him, But whenſoeuer this 
deuout flocke came ſo neere to Sroke Church, as they might per- 
ceiue the miniſter to be yet at diuine ſeruice and prayer: then they 
vſed to ſtay abroad and reſt themſelues in the Greene churchyard 
there ( without going into the Church) vntill they heard the 
Pſalme begun before 2323 feare leaſt they ſnould be pollu- 
ted by — prayers. 4 

One moſt memorable pranke (aboue others) was played in 
Oundell by Hacket,which is renoumed farre and neere for the vn. 
manly brutiſhneſſe of ir, It hapned that M. Huſſey his maſter fell at 


debate and was offended with one Freckingham an artificer of ts 


towne. This Freckingham had a ſonne which was a ſchoolemaſter,

ueale the villanous practiſe which Hackers enemies intended for 
the ouerthrow of the Goſpell of Chriſt, as he moſt childiſhly and 
ridiculouſſy excuſed then the matter. For further proofe and ma- 
nifeſtationofhis laſciuious diſpoſition, itis alſo — hr fromthe

This propoſition ſo made by Coppinger, Arthington (auth, that he

Hereupon 
he obteined this Preachers conſent to ioyne with him and about foure 
others on the Lordes da;, in a faſt : which day was choſen that they might 
not hinder their worldly affaires in the weeks , and that they wſed 
meanes to haus notice ginen to ſome of the Preachers in priſon, of the day 
of their humiliation, deſiring them to commend to. God in their prayers 
the halie purpoſes, which any fearing God, ſhould (in time) attempt to 
take in hand by ſeeking tobring glorie to God, and good to the Church

and widowes,efc. in the Church eſtabliſhed, and onely a Miniſter thruſt 
2 the people to be their Paſtor, without their choiſe or liking : 
ther it can be truely ſaid, aman ſo placed ( furniſhed with all in- 
ward giftes and graces of Gods ſpirite fit for that calling) hath the lam- 
ful — calling of a Miniſter or no? 

To theſe I finde #tggintons reſolution made vnder his owne 
hand, to this effect briefly, viz, That God hath,doeth, and will, from 
time to time raiſe vp extr4ordinarie workers, and helpers, to his 
Church, as e Apoſtles, Enangelſts,and Prophets, where neede requi- 
reth,and as Nazarites, Healers, Admoniſhersin ſpeciall ſort, & ſuch 
like: that theſe cannot be knowen to themſelues, but by Gods ſpi- 
rite, nor to others, but by godly effects: That he who is ſo called, 
neede not to aske many queſtions of mortall men for his calling, 
yet muſt be approoued godly before he enterpriſe his wor ke, eſpe- 
cially, if he haue bene a knowen wicked perſon before. 

That where the chiefe rulers of any houſe or Countrey, or the 
molt part of any houſe or Countrey be ignorant, & vntaught, there 
it may be truely ſaide, that houſeor Countrey is out of frame, deſo- 
late, or waſte : much more then, when one part of ; o. or 40. is not 
wel framed, ri ghtly taught, or guided, &c. in that houſe or Coũtrey. 

And in another paper of his owne hand, he auoucheth ſuch ex- 
traordinarie callings, by example of one that cried vp and downe 
the ſtreetes in /eraſalews, before it was beſieged, and by another, 
which (he ſaith) the laſt Parliament came foorth of Yorkeſtrre to 


Londa, ſaying he was charged from Godby an 2 in a viſion, 


to ſigniſie great vengeance from God vpon the whole Realme, for 
certaine great enormities by himſelſe (in another mans perſon) vn 
truely and ſeditiouſly ſurmiſed. So that hereby it appeareth, that 
Wig ginton is the ſilenced Preacher, meant by Coppinger inthe for- 
mer letter, who reſolued him of extraordinarie callings in thoſe 
daies: who conſented to faſt & pray with him & others, for a ſcale 
&c, of ſuch calling:and who (as he afterward affirmed to Hacker) 
would not diſcourage Coppinger in his purpoſes, HF 
This conceite hereupon waxing ſtronger & ſtronger in Cpu 
g#r he often came to Lawcaſters houſe( where alſo Arthington 17

med Preachers(ſotheſe fellowes terme thẽ) of ſome forrein parts. 
It may alſo be gathered by ſome letters written by him to a 
Gentleman neere about a great Comnſel/our , that he bare the ſaide 
Gentleman in hand, as if he had — ſome matter 
of great ſeruice to her CMaieftie, and the Common - wealth, to be 
imparted to the ſaid Coumſellor. For in the copie of a letter of his, of 
the 28. of Ianuaris lalt he thus writeth. Tu egnification of ſome ſer- 
rice, whichyou heard I was deſirous to doe, in diſcharge of my duetie ta 
her Maieſftie,may gine his L.cauſe to ſuſpelt, that I Bn him not ſo 
much as I doe. Your rentaling therof to bus L. I do aſſure you, doth much 
trouble me becauſe I am not furniſhed with ſuch matter as I wiſh. 
meaning was therefore to haue forborne bis L. trouble, vntill I had lear- 


wed ont that which my heart defareth to doe, & c. And in another letter 


of his, written to the ſame Gent. the 1. of Febra. after, in this ſort: If

By theſe letters it may appeare, 
what care I had to carry my ſelfe in this aition,But in his letters(abour 
this matter) written vato Preachers, & others of his owne humor,

In his ſolliciting the Preachers to take trial of his gifts & extra- 
ordinarie calling. ĩt appeareth he vſed ſome more plainneſſe, with- 
out much diſguiſing of the qualitie of the action, which he enten- 
ded, and likewiſe how faintly he was diſcouraged from it by them. 
For in a letter of his vnto T. L. written the 29. of Ianuary laſt, he re- 
porteth,that AM. E. (a Preacher) moſt Chriſtianly wiſely, and loningly 
perſwaded him to be careful & circumſpett oner himſelfe: to tabę heede 
leſt he were deceaued by the ſubtiltic of Satan, and ſo miſlead: m herby he 
might endanger himſelfe both for his libertie,eftate & credite, and alſo 
be an hinderance to the great cauſe , which he would ſeeme to be moſt 
deſirous to further, but withallghe ſaid M. E. concluded, that he would be 
loath to quench the ſ pirite of God in him, or to hinder his zeale, 

About this time & matter, Coppinger writ alſo another letter to T. 
C. which thing (beſides the letter it ſelſe) appeareth alſo by a let- 
ter of his, written the 24. of Februa laſt, to one M. H. The Whole 
tenor of the letter vnto T. C. is (in mine opinion) meete to be here 
inſerted, in many reſpects, viz. Right Reuerend Sir, I haue with much 
griefe bene put backe from doing ſome Special ſernice to God and to his 
Church,rhich I hope time wil manifeſt that I am appointed for: which i 
it had bene done by enemies, it ſhould not much haue troubled me: but bo-

that Coppinger did greatly importune him to read the letters which

might be illuded ofthe Deuill: ſo leauing it at that time doubtfull, 
whether hee allowed them to bee ſuch extraordinarie men or no, 
In his ſayde Narration hee further ſheweth, that hee asking 
Hacket, when he [awe the two Gentlemen? Hacket anſwered, they had 
bene with lum that Morning whiles be lay in his bed, and had ſuddenly 
parte, om him with one crie,ſaying Chriſt is come, Chriſt is come 
whereat he ſaud he marneiled, not knowing what was their meaning in 
the matter: adding further, that he had oft warned Coppinger to take 
heede of conceining too much liking of his owne ſpirituall gifts, whom 
he perceined to bee rauiſbed with an exceeding lone, and extraordinarie 
care for the ſaferie of his Miſtreſſe, meaning the Q neenes Maieſtie, 
who ( quoth Hacket) is wndone (and here is put an &c.) For you and 
all other Preachers ſhallbee damned, wnleſſe ſber for her part, and you 
for your partes, doe ſpeedily fallto Reformation, Wig ginton alſo ſaith 
further, that Hacker cither at that time, or not long before, did ex- 
bort him to deale faithfully in the Lordes buſmeſſe , and that hee had 
heard Hacket pray ſometimes before, in ſtrange tearmes , as theſe and 
aucb likg, viz, Father, I knowe thou loneſt me aſwell as thow loneſt thine 
one ſelſe. Thuswhen Hacket had anſwered Wrggintons demaunds 
touching Coppingers and eArthingtons ſpeeches (as is afore ſet 
downe ) hee ſayde hee wonlde depart home into the Countrey, yet hee 
woulde leaue words behinde , for his adnerſaries to knowe in what place 
they ſhould find him, if they were diſpoſed to cal for hm. And withal 
made great ſhew(afier his former wated maner Jas thogh he neither fra. 
red Magiſtrate,nor cared for any puriſhment, nor doubted any danger to 
enſue vpon him, for any thing he had done or ſayd, or ſhould gee about, 
Nowe 2 ſome things markable in this Narration of 
2 Firſt, if e Arihington ſay true in his confeſſions: that 
t publiſhed not hi to haue that office of Chrift or his 
| principall 


principall ſpirit, till the very moment that they were to go into the 
| Ea — as 45 did) and if N 2 Hacket 
that day till they had firſt beene with Vigginton, which ſeemeth to 
de true: then could it not bee, that Wipgimton heard that of them 
two at that time, which hee feporteth them to haue ſpoken in the 
firſt, ſecond, third, & fourth article: and therefore he was made ac · 


quainted with it, before that time. Secondly, thar, which he maketh 
Hacket to fumble about ſomewhat doubt fully in anſwere to the 
fourth article ( touching the olde Magiſtrates that were gone, and 
of newe) doth argue, that #igginton was alſo made pnuie to the 
intent of diſplacing all the olde Counſellers, and placing of newe, 
as was plotted by the conſpirators. Thirdly, theirlewde'and ma- 
* imputation of her Maieſties Honour to bee blemiſhed, and 


affirming ſhee was vndone, though it had bene no more, were 
matters of that qualitie, that no duetifull or well aduiſed ſubiect 


woulde haue either concealed, or ſo lightly paſſed ouer as hee did. 
Fourthly , it is probable, that Hacker meant rather to haue mat- 
rocks turned into ſpeares then contrariwile : for Iſee no peace- 
able meanes that was thought on by them. Fifty, wee may ob- 
ſerue that here is a Reformation mooued, which vp ine of 
damnation muſt bee vndertaken , and that with all , even 
Noro, (they ſay ) wherein others beſide the Queene-haue their 
partes to perfoutme in erecting off it: ſome whereof have alſo 
extraordinarie giftes and callings to runne in that courſe of Re- 
forming, and #/1gginton ( being: yet a priſoner, but belike put in 
hope of ſpeedie deliueraunce by their meanes) is appoynted a 

principall aſſiſtant to theme yea, and is made priuie vnto ſome

vnto him, had hee bene ſuch a man, as any Magiſtrate, puniſh- 
ment or danger might haue diſmayed, and yet not ſought to bee 
reuealed by Wig ginton vuto = „till vpon his exami- 
nation it was founde out.

But let vs goe on with the Narration of the principall action in- 
tetrupted by occaſion of the conferences had with#rggimton, and 
of his report of them. 


From #iggimtons lodging the ſayde Coppinger and eArthington 


came directly ro Hackers chamber in Mallers houſe at Broken 
wharfe, and there found the beaſt in bed aſter eight of the clocke: 
where being enflamed (they ſay) with zeale out of all meaſure, 

ppinger began to pray at the beds feete, and Arthington ioyned 
with him: wherein they ſtoode much vpon their owne vnworthi- 
neſſe &c. but yet offered theit obedience to doe as the Lord ſhould 


direct them by his Spitit, hauing already done ſo much as was en- 


ioyned them. Wheteupon Hacket came out of his bed, and prayed 
with them in his ſhitt twiſe, that the ſpirit might direct them, and 
they likewiſe obey the ſame in all things, to the glorie of God 
onely. After Hacketslatter prayer, Coppinger offered to goe on in 
his prayer, but the Deuiliſh ſpirite mooued Arthingronto interrupt 
him, and = Sarge him in the Name of the Lord Ieſiu toariſe and 
annoynt the king, with the holy Ghoſt, Whereupon Copp- 

—— roſe 2 , and — kiſſed the bededes — 0 
feete, riſing vpaftereuery time, and making great reuerence with 
bowed knee: and afterthe third time he came towards Hacket as 
he lay in his bed, ho put out his hand, and tooke Copprnger by the 
hand, and ſayde, Ton ſball not neede to annoynt mee, for I bang bene al. 
readie annoyed in heauen by the holy Ghoſt himſelfe. Then Coppinger 
asked him, what his pleaſure was to be done. Goe your way batb(laid 
he as Arthington reports) and tell them mthe Citieghat Chriſt Ie ſiu ts 


come with bis Fanne in lis hand to indgethe earth. And if any man aii 


be 


if they willnot bolt eus it, let them come & kill me, if they can: for as truely 
4s Chriſt leſiu is in He anen,ſo truely is he come to indge the world. Then 
Coppinger (aide it ſnoulde be done forthwith : and thereupon went 
forward, and Arthungtom followed ſo readily the ſayde Prophet of 
Mercia, that hee had no leaſure to take his gloues with hun, and 
er eArthington, coulde get downe the ſtayres, Coppinger had 

gunne ( in the houſe below) to proclaime newes Xin, ton 
of excecding great mercie 2 that Cini Jeſiu was come &c. 
as aboue is ſayde, with, whome eArthington alſo cryed the ſame 
wordes aloude, following him along the ſtreetes froin thence 
by # «ling ſirrete and Olde Change, towards Cheapefde; they beth.

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of hearing two new prophets in theſe dayes ariſen was likely) with

Which moſt 
trayterous poynt (amongs others) Hacket enioyned them to pub- 
liſh,as in the one of his Inditements is contayned. Laſtly, in very 
vnmannerly and ſawcy tearmes they prayed to God, to confound 
two great Lordes ofher Maieſties Counſell : for theſe two (toge- 
ther with a certayne Knight) they then and there openly and moſt 
lewdely accuſed in generall tearmes of treaſon. This outrage was 
done the ſixeteenth day of ſuly aforeſayde, about ten of the clocke 
or ſomething after, in 4 afore-noone. e 

By which their proclamation, beeing layde = (+ with their 
former conferences, Letters, and purpoſes againſt the Oweene and 
Counſel, and for aduauncing of Hacker, and for altering the State, 
with the very time (when ſo many ſouldiers were about the Ci- 
tie) it is Mr! nora , Whohath but halfe an eye to ſee with, 

that they intended and hoped to moue tumule and (edition : that 
by many handes o ĩhe common multitude ( which they bragge 
of, ſaying, they are 8 inflamed with zeale )) they might haue 
brought all their purpoſes at length to a ſure and ſpeedie conclu- 
fion,which defignement, tor their pretended Reformation, this 
ſotte of people doe greatly lament, ſo long to haue bene fruſtra- 
red, after ſo many other ſeuerall kinde of meanes, in vayne at- 
tempted by them. But God ( whoſtayrrh the raging of thewaters, 
and the madneſſe 4 bis people ) did fruſtrate them herein of their 
purpoteand expectation: his Name be alwayes prayſed therefore.

eArthington (in ſpeeches with the ſayd Heyney) ſayd amongs o- 
ther things, that the Iudgements of God ouer that Citie were very 
cat, and that the time was now come, that God would reforme 
his Church vniuerſally, and roote out all Idolatrous prieſtes, and 
that the Miniſters ofthat Citie were no better: affirming him ſelfe 
to be a Prophet ſent purpoſely from God, to denounce his Iudge- 
ments, and that Coppinger was a greater Prophet then hee: that 


Cartwright was a great learned man, and a Saint of God: but - 
intan was leſſe learned then he, yet farre before him in dignitie 
e ele; al wayes concluding his ſpeeches with theſe wordes 
of imprecation againſt himſelfe, viz. elſe God confound me. 
When the ſayd Preacher demaunded of Hacker why he had ſe- 
duced Arthingtorto bring him into ſuch blaſphemies, his anſwere 
was, that abundance of zealedid cauſe him to exceede in that ſort, 


Then he asked Hacket,how he liked that Arthington aſcribed vnto 


him an Office peculiar to Chrift? To which hee would not directly 


anſwere, but ſayd, that God had a great wor ke to bring to paſſe by 
himſelfe in this lande, affirming that himſelfe alſo was a Prophet, 
and had endited that propheſie (which Arthington writ)to be ſent to 
the Qꝛeene or Cuunſeoll, and that hee prayed to God to direct Ar- 
thingtons penne therein. | 

his ſtrange accident being quickely blowen thrõũgh the citie, 
all was in a buzze, and in a kinde of aſtoniſhment, what to thinke 
of the matter: and beeing ſpeedily brought to her Maieſties cares, 
(then lying but at Greenemich) two of her honourable Counſell 
were preſently diſpatched vnto London, to take further notice of the 
whole matter. About one oftheclocke in the aſternoone, Cppinger 
was ſent for, whiles Hacket and Arthington were brought before 
thoſe honourable Counſellors and others at the L. Maiors to be 
examined: but (as is informed) they would not ſne w any token of

by putting offtheir hattes vnto them. Then their hattes were pluc- 
ked off by others, and they were tolde their dueties, and were asked 
whether they did not know before whome they ſtoode? To which 
they anſwered,that they knew them right well: neuertheleſſe they 
would yeelde them no duetie nor reverence, inſomuch as them- 
ſelues (they ſayde) were greater perſons, then thoſe before whom 
they were conuented,yet they ſeemed well content to ſtande bare- 
headed, ſo their hattes were taken oft by force, and not put off by 
their owne willes. This courſe of inlolent behaviour towardes all 
that examined them, both Hacket and eArthington heldeon, at 
ſundry other their examinations. Neuertheleſſe, Arrhingronthat 
was ſo ſcrupulous to yeelde any reuerence to the Queues (owns 
ſell and Officers, at one time when hee ſawe Hacket, preſently fell 
downe groueling vpon his face on the ground and honoured him, 
according to the Conuention among them mentioned before. 
And albeit both theſe continued till reſolute in their former fan- 
ſies conceiued of their extraordizarie callings and Offices, and 
ſought moſt abſurdly to de fende it by Scripture, (but chiefely by 
moſt terrible imprecations vnto them ſelues, praying to bee con- 
founded and damned if they ſayde not true:) yet to all queſtions 
that were aſked ofthem, they anſwered (though moſt cõfidently) 
yet pertinently, and directly to purpoſe, ſaying, that Hacket vied 
the matter ſomewhat mote craftily, when any queſtion of eſpeciall 
danger was propounded vnto him. For then would he by cunning 
euaſions, by cauils, and by fruſtratorie kindes of anſweres goe a- 
bout to put off ſuch interrogatories, ſeeming when hee was preſſed 
ſomewhat hard, to bee wearie of his part and perſon put on, if hee 
could haue then tolde how to haue ſhaken it off, and bene ridde of 
it againe, with any honeſtie. ; 

Cappmger ( ſoone after his firſt examination) finding the event 
of things not to anſwere their expectations, ſeeing allo the matter 
ſomewhat warmely taken (as there was good cauſe) and thereby 
gathering the danger which hee and his complices ſtoode in, and 
perceiuing alſo (bythe queſtions asked) the intercepting oftheir 
writings and Letters, whereby their — were at full diſcoue- 
red and brought to light; begaune, either by his owne voluntarie 
choiſe (as ſome =» es not vnptobably haue imagined) or 
through anxietie 9 growing foorth of the bad- 
neſſe oſ the cauſe, to behaue himſelſe as a man diſtracted of his 

ag K. Wits. 
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wits. Inſomuch as comming at one time to be examined, & finding 
Hasle chere, at his ſight he preſently roared out, ina very ſtrange 
and hotrible kinde of voyce : which Hacket willing to turne to the 
beſt, Rraightway ſaid; It was no marueile, though Coppinger did 
now ſo behauc himſelfe, for that he had giuen him ouer already vn- 
to Sathan. * 

By peruſall oftheir writings and Letters, and by their examina- 
tions, all the = of treaſon and lewdnefle ( afore mentioned) fell 
out very euidently, and more at full againſt them. 

Touching the Qgernes armes defaced at yes houſe, Hacket 
did confeſſe, at the times of his examination, that hee did it, none 
other beeing preſent, aud that hee was mooued thereunto inward- 
ly by the ſpirit, to take away her whole power ofher authoritie, 
and that hee would haue done worſe, had it not bene for diſquie- 
ting his hoſteſſe where he lay, becauſe when ſhee found it, ſhe was 
very angrie there with: for he was not ſorie, neither is ſorie (as hee 
then ſaide) for doing the acte, becauſe hee was commaunded by 
God to doe it, and durſt doe none otherwiſe. Hee confeſſed alſo, 
that he was likewiſe moued to put out the Lyons and the Dragons 
eyes in the armes: but being ALeduby he did ſo? he bitterly and 
maliciouſſy anſwered, that hee did knowe, that Lyons and Dra- 
gons did atflict Gods people. Hee did alſo raſe out the croſſe, that 
was pictured on the toppe of the Crowne, Hee further conſeſſed, 
that he meant alſo her Maieſties Counſell ſhould bee remooued, 
becauſe they were(hee ſayde) wicked: and that hee himſelfe (bee- 
ing mooued by the ſpirit) would haue placed certaine other new 
Counſellors(whome hee then named) to wayte vpon the Queen, 
and to reforine Religion. It is alſo confeſſed by him, that he tolde 
eArthington and others, that hee was the annoynted King of 
Enrope. By the depoſi ions of the ſayde Kaye and his wife, it ap- 
peareth, ihat they finding (about a fortenight before Hackers de- 
parture from them) the Qaeenes CMaieſties picture pricked with 
ſome bodkin or yron inſtrument in the very place, repreſentin 
her royall heart, did in great anger charge Hacker with it. Where. 
unto hee anſwered, that hce had done it, and muſt and would 
anſwere it: adding, hee had greater matters to anſwere then that, 
and therefore ( ſcyde hee) you neede not make ſuch adoe for it. 
But Hacket at all his examinations eyther — this poyut flat- 
ly,or ſayde, hee did not remember it. This Noble heart, which 
Ell 4. thereby 
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thereby bee ſotrayterouſly deſpited, God of his infinite mercy - 
long bleſſe and continue fill moſt happie and heartie in his loue 
and feare, within her Maieſties ſacred breaſt, maugre all ſuch exe» 
crable fierie ſpirits and hell houndes in earth, and all the damned 
deuils in hell. Amen. re eee 
Like wiſe hee confeſſed, that hee mooued and ſent foorth C- 
pinger and eArthington, to goe whitherGod ſhould ſende ihem, 
and to declare and publiſh, that there lay a man (namely hee 
the ſayde Hacker) at Wakkers houſe, which made clayme to 
the Crowne of Englande, and that her CMaieſtie had forfaited 
her Crowne, in that her Miniſters haue vſed extraordinai ie 
meanes to ſet vp religion. This hee confeſſed on the one and 
twrentieth, and three and twentieth of ſuh. But at his former exa- 
mination on the nineteenth of u, beeing demaunded whether 
hee woulde acknowledge that the Qncenet Maieſtie is lawfull 
Queene of Englande ornot? hee ſubtilly then ſayde , hee woulde 
not anſwere to that queſtion, bur ſayde, ſhee was Queene 
Erglande yet, if ſnee had not forfaited the ſame. And hee further 
confeſſed (on the thiee and twentieth day of Jay) that hee firſt 
publiſhed in Hamp-ſrire (about three or foure yeeres paſt) and 
afterwardes in Hartfordſbire , and in Northhamptonſhire, that her 
CIMiaieſtie was not Q meene, and that ſhee had forfaited her title to 
the Crowne : and that hee tolde eArthington ſo much in Tri- 
nitie terme. All theſe aforeſayde, were confeſſed by him, with- 
out any torture: but becing tortured, hee then tang another 
ſong, and confeſſed her Maieſtre to bee bis lawfull Qgeene, an 4 
affirmed , that hee honoured her, and was ſorie for his offences 
adding, that if Ceppenger, Wigginton,and one other (whome he na · 
med) were well Phd and ſtraightly examined, they would vtter

It fell out beſides vpon depoſition of Kayes, that Coppinger (bee- 

ing told how Hacker had vicd the Qmcenas picture —— Armes) 

at the firſt ſeemed to miſlike with it, ſaying, that if he were ſuch a 
fellowe, he had done with him; but (ſayth hee) you muſt beare 
with him: for ſome great men haue allo borne with him, and he is 
with you, but as it were a priſoner. MM 
. Coppinger himſelfe alſo at that his examination (which was ta- 
ken the 19. of [ay ) confeſſed, that the Letter then ſhewed tu him, 
(and inſerted afore) was the copie ofa Letter which he ain 
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faid John Null about ten weekes then paſt, and that the cauſe w 
hee wrote to VAallihat hee ſed not to r onto him and the 
who were in priſon. ſo often as he was wont to doe, for doubt of more trou- 
ble and danger that might growe to them thereby,was, in reſpelt of this 
action, which he had to ape : hee alſo then affirmed, that the Q #eenes 
Maieſtie,Q neene Elizabeth, is not Q neene of England,neither is he 
(as hee ſayde ) now her ſeruant, for Hacket is the onely * 
worlde, and that Hackgt was commaunded by God to deface her 
Maieſties Armes which were iu the houſe where hee then lay, and 
that Hacket alſo prickt the picture of the Queens CMaieſtie at the 
heart. That 2 — one other (the very weeke afore 
Wigginton was comtnitted) had a Faſt together, where they pray- 
ed, that if any of them ſhould haue any extraordmarie callin 2 they 
might haue ſome extraordimarie ſeale ofit: about the which time, 
he the ſayd Coppinger was called in a Dreame. And that hee (toge- 
ther with Arthungton, and one other) had a former Faſt at the afore- 
ſaid Lancaſters houſe, about one weeke afore that time: and that 
her Maieſties Counſell (that now are) muſt be tryed by this King. 
whether they are to bee remooued from her Maieſtis or not: and 
that ſhee is to haue to be about her to attend her perſon ( for the 
time) ſuch as himſelte ſhould aſſigne, which ſhalbe thoſe, whome 
he hath named in a Letter ofhis,that is found with him: and ſome 
others alſo ( hee ſayde) were meant to haue bene aſſigned alſo for 
that purpoſe, ; | 
There fell out alſo vpon ſome of Aribingtons examinations 
(whiles he remained obſtinate) certaine other poyntes not vn wor- 
thy to be remembred. One was, that wheras he, in writin g of a trea- 
oy. againſt the (tate of this Church as it how ſtandeth, obſerued 
(as hee ſayeth) therein his olde woont to abſtayne from bitter 
ſpeeches and raylings, as a thing which luce naturally abhor- 
red: * within theſe fewe Moneths and after hee had entred 
into theſe actions, hee had altered his opinion, and was mooued 
in ſpirite, to followe another * and biting courſe of wri- 
ting, as beeing more conuenient in his iudgement. Alſo , when 
ſome that examined him, ſtoode greatly vpon this point, to per- 
ſwade him, that he was ſeduced in thoſe things wherein he ſeemed 
ſorefolute : and reaſoned againſt ſuch their pretended extraordina- 
no callings, giftes, and offices: then hee (for better confirmation 
thereof) ſaid: that it ſhould very ſhortly appeare to the world, that

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very ſhortly. He alſo perſiſted willfullin his former fanſies, vntil the 
very time that he knewe Hacker was hanged, for vntill that day, he 
very confidently affirmed, that he was moſt aſſured by the ſpirite of 
God, and by the ioyes and comfort he inwardly felt, that Hackes 
did participate with Chrift in a part of his office, and was in deed 
king of all Exrope,on whome ber Maicſhre and all other,muſt hold 
their crownes and ſcepters, and muſt gouerne (a hey would conti- 
nue their gouernment) by ſuch lawes , as heſhould preſcribe and 
ſer forth, that all they three ſhould ſhortly be diſmiſſed, and ſhoulde 
goe ouer ſea with Hacket, to take poſſeſſion of all thoſe his other 
ingdomes abroad, and to performe their offices. But when the va- 
nitie and danger of this ſtrange fanſie was opened vnto him, his 
anſwere was to this effect: — he ſome what plea-

from Fridewell to the Seſſions houſe necre Newgate, before the 
Lord Maior the Lord Wentworth S Gilbert Gerrard knight, Maſter 
of the Rolles, Sir Maſſtane Dixie, and Sir Richard Martin knight, 
AMA. Sergeant Fleetwood Recorder of London, M.Danieland others in 
that Commiſſion: where after the graund Iurie was empannelled, 
the witneſſes that ſhoulde giue euidence ſworne, and two ſeuerall 
Indictments againſt him found. Hacit was willed to holde vp his 
hand, which he did: then che firſt Indictment was read being oft this 
tenor being turned into Engliſh, viz.

It there- 
te ſeemeth tequiſite, that this point be not left vncleared: he- 


her they or any of them, in theſe practiſes, were in deed trãſpoitecl 


with furie, beſides themſelues, ſo as they needed not to haue bene 
regarded nor (by la we) ought to haue ſuffered death for them? 
In wants of vnderſtanding and teaſon (after ſuch time as men 


ſhould naturally haue them) there are noted diuers degrees, that 


are alſo of ſeuerall conſideration, thatis to ſay : Furor fue Rabies: 
Dementia ſam eAmentia: Inſania ſine Phreneſis ; Fatuit as, Stultitia, 
Lethargia, & Deliriũ.

Inſamia is allo deſcribed by Tay (vpon the iudgement of the Tuſculquiiz 
Authors of the 12.Tables)to be inconſtantia ſanitate vacans, s 
tamen poſſit tueri officium vite communis, cultum v/tatum ; A kind 
of Inconſtancie voide in deede of perfite ſoundnes of minde, yet 
ſuch, as that he which hath it can obſerue and doe the common of- 
_ fices of this life amongs men, in ſome reaſonable and tollerable 
ſorte: ſuch be all they, whome commonly wee terme either fran- 
ticke, braine - ficke, cracked- witted i cocke- braines, or hare- brained 
men, being not altogether vnapt for ciuill ſocieties, or yoide of vn» 
derſtanding, to perceiue what they ſay or does or what is ſaide vnto 
them: albeit they haue many ſtrange conceites, toying fanſies, and 
performe ſundry, raſn, vndiſcreete, mad, and fooliſh parts. Many ex-

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A Lethargie is a notable forgetfulnes of all things almoſt, that 
heretofore'a man hath kno wen, or of their names: ſo that ſuch 
one often times forgetterh alſo his owne name, calleth any thing 
a wrong name, and beginning to ſpeake, forgettethwhathe 
had ſaide afote, and what hee meant to ſayaftcr,' This diſtempe- 
raturt and weakenes commeth by ſome blowe, ſickenes, or age. 
Duoelirium is that weakenes of conceitc and conſideration, which 
we call dotage : when a man, through age or infitmitie, falleth to 
be achilde againe in diſcretion: albeit he vnderſtand what is ſaid, 
and can happely ſpeake ſomvrhat pertinently vnto ſundry matters. 
If a man, whiles he is troubled with either of the firſt two infir» 
mities, ſnall commit any thing, which in his owne nature is crimi- 
nall, all good lawes doe rather pitie his caſe, then puniſh him, albe- 
it, in the reſt, it be not abſolutely ſo obſerued: for volunt as non ating, 
2 von effectus diſſingmunt maleficia; we are not inpunithing of- 
endors, ſo much to reſpect the euent, and what is done, as with 
what purpoſe, mind, and affection the thing is done. But ſuch as be 
furious, and diſtracted of their wits, are intended (whiles that paſſi- 
on laſteth to haue no vill, to know or perc eaue nothing, & (om

fore not to giue conſenttoany thing they doe, or ſay. In whichres _ 


ſpects they are compared in lawe, to men abſent, and vtterly igno» 
rant of any thing done by themſelues, or in their preſence. 
Nowe then, to examine theſe three perſons by that which hath 
bene ſaide: It may be yeelded, that their imaginations, purpoſes, 
plots, and deſignements, teſpecting the weightines of the end, and 
weakenes of the meanes, were fantaſtic all, vnaduiſed, & moſt fond 
and vnlikely, yet none otherwiſe then may be alſo truely ſaide for 
the moſt part of all ſuch fanatical — 3 here 


tiques, or malecõtented treaſonable conſpirators whatſoeuer. But 
cannot truly or with anꝝ colour ofprobabilitie) be affirmed, that 
any of them were mad, beſide themſelues, and out of their wits,as 
not knowing and perceiuing hat they did or ſaid, or what others 
ald or did vnto then 3 

Erſt concerning e Arihington, Ihaue not heard ſo much as any 
doubt at all of madnes to haue bene made by any man that con» 
F eee, C 
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becauſe Coppinger hath bene ſuppoſed by many (after the time of 
his firſt —— to haue fallen into — let vs a li- 
tle looke backe, & briefly recapitulate ſome points, that haue bene 
afore touched concerning him, to ſee, if any ſuch diſtraction of 
mind could alſo be noted in him, by the carriage of this action, be- 
fore his apprehenſion, Vet I doe know, that it hath bene doubted 
 {vpon ſome good ground) by wile men, whether he were in deed 
mad, euen at any time after he was apprehended,as he made ſhew, 
or whether it were onely fained by him. For a mad man may, & of- 
ten times doth, for 2. or 3. daies together,cate no meate, nor happe- 

drinkes not at al. But when the humors of his ſtomacke are fully 
concocted & put ouer, ſo that for want of food, it beginneth natu- 
rally to ſucke backe the blood & nouriſhment,diſtributed afore in- 
to the veines & parts, which breedeth hunger: then wila mad man 
(moſt commonly) very greedily & rauenouſly, euen by courſe of 
nature, fall to his meate, if it be ſhewed him, & cannot abſtaine, be- 
cauſe he cannot diſſemble this appetite, in the time of his furie. But 
Coppinger is ſaid to haue forborne & abſtained from meate & drink 
(though they were offred vnto him) by the ſpace of 8. whole daies: 
whereby he grew ſo weake, as that it may ſeeme, he died for want 
of ſuſtenance. Such reſolution or obduration of mind, can hardly ſo 
long together remaine with him chat is madde in deed, & knoweth 
not what he doeth, Howlſocuer it were after, it is ſure, that before 
their pageant was plaied, (wherein matters proſpered not as they 
expected) the whole courſe of his ſpeeches, writings, & other dea- 
lings were ſuch, as doe argue no defect at all of reaſon, memorie, 
5 vnderſtanding, ſetting aſide the abſurditie and follie of che 
fanfic, here with he was led. 
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calling. he yeelded not ſtreightway & vnaduiſedly vnto it, but after 
long & — debating with himſelfe: his care was great, and 
courſe (as in ſuch a matter) was conſiderate, in ſeeking to be reſol- 
ued by ſuch. as he both then, & afore held, to be beſt able to iudge 
of his gifts & calling: the queſtions that he framed were very per- 
tinent to that purpoſe, and orderly penned: his letters & ; jr gray 
to 7. C. to Eg. to Ch to V. to Lan. to Mig. to P. M. to I. T. and others, 
and to them of forreine Churches, were ou that matter) well and 
aduiſedly indited: his cunning was not ſmall, to keepe the very 
particular way of eflecting that which he deſired, from thoſe he 
i == M | dealr 
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dealt with, becauſe himſelfe knewe it a dangerous ſecrete, and a 
courſe not iuſtifiable,valeſſe it came by extraordinarie motion, and 
ſpeciall œconomie from God, and therefore he deſired to haue it 
allowed ſo to be: his pretenſe of entertaining intelligence (tou- 
ching ſome important ſeruice to the State of the Realme, whereof 
he pretended to haue an inckling, but no full and particular knows 
luedge) was none vnaduiſed or ſimple reache of policie, in him. For 
if in platting of his purpoſes, and dealing in the principal action, a- 
ny thing of doubtfull acceptance, ſhould happen to haue bene af- 
ter diſcouered, then might he well and with good colour, haue pre. 
tended, that hee did it but in way of attaining to intelligence of 
thoſe dangers, whereof the generalitie (as it were in the cloudes) 
he had afore deliuered to a Counſellor. For he might not ſeeme a 
man to be ſuſpected of any diſloyall purpoſe, who ſhewed him- 
ſelfe ſo careful for his Soueraignes * Adde to theſe, his cun- 
ning petition, to haue priſoners for treaſon, &c.to be examined by 
himſelfe, and execution of condemned perſons to be ſtaied at his 
becke, whereby he might more eaſily haue induced them to ap- 
__ whom he liſt to haue ouerthrowen, and whom he principal- 
y aimed at. His ſubtiltie alſo doth notably appeare in his petitions 
to her Maieſtie: where he makes ſhewe of great ſecretes to be de- 
livered onely in her preſence, and praieth to be pardoned, if in ouer 
much feare of her ſafetie, he had attempted to prooue that, which 
he could not, which argueth, that he had (in deede) not ſo much as 
any colourable intelligence deliuered vnto him, of treaſon inten- 
ded, by ſuch great men, as he pretended: but vſed this as a meanes, 
to haue 9 himſelfe and the others, vnto her Highnes pre- 


ſence, ſor ſome further intended miſchiefe: t 
commendation of ſound & good counſel giuen him, by Eg. a prea- 
cher, and by others: his ſparing to reueale the great & dangerous 
ſecret vnto Hachet, vpon their firſt acquaintance: his raſing out of 
Hachets and the Townes name, out of the letter ſent by him to a 
Noble perſonage, to giue inckling of treaſons — againſt 
her Maieſtie, leaſt the qualitie and vnlikelihood of the man being 
enquired after, that plat ſhould be daſhed : his not ſubſcribing of 
his name to ſundry letters: his directing of Hacker, neitherto ſub- 
ſcribe nor endorſe (but in that ſorte as he preſcribed) for feare of 
diſcouerie : his deſire to haue all the letters againe, that hee had 
written to Eg. about that matter: his watie and diligent keeping of 
"2D 2 Wl copies, 
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copies, of euery letter that he vrit in that cauſe: and when leaſure 
ſerued not ſo to doe, his great care to haue the very letters againe: 
his offence with one Hoc. for keeping a letter from him, which he 
had ſent vnto him: his cunning x. a0 of Hackets defacing of the 
ueenes Armes: his counterfeite reuelation to bring eArthington 
further in: his deuiſe to make Arthington reſolute, by ſaying it was 
reuealed to him, that 5 had Angelicall ſpirits, not ſubiect to hurt, 
by any mortall power: his willing choiſe to withdrawe himſelfe 
into an houſe, when (after their proclamation) things fell not out 
as was expected, and from thence afterward to goe to his place of 
abode, thorough by-lanes : his and Hacker putting of the matter 
fro knowledge of Arthington for a time, though afterward(happe= 
ly) to be opened, why the Q #eene might not be praied for, in parti» 
cular: their pretenſe of the Lordes commandement, to keepe the 
meanes ſecret: how the Queenes Maiecſtie and the Cauncei were to 
be brought to repentance, and vnt otheir pretended Reformation: 
The ſenſible and coherent manner of report vnto Migginton, tou- 
ching Hackets and their own callings, and offices, by Coppinger and 
Arthington : their temperate and pertinent anſweres ynto Wiggin= 
taus ſpeeches, and all their conſulting ſundry times together, about 
—— namely, the n ight afore, and the day of their procla- 
mation, doe plainely argue, that Coppanger (albeit he were greatly 
miſled by a falſe and ſpitefull zeale, and by much hypocriſie) yet 
was he farre ynough, from any diſtracting of his wits, in euery part 
of this action. 
And concerning Hacket(whoſe terrible blaſphemies at the laſt, 
doe argue either a villanous diſſimulation to haue his execution re- 
—ſpited, or i ie againſt God, for fruſtrating 
his expectation) there can no furie or madnes bee iuſtly noted in 
him, by the whole managing of this action, but rather, notable hy- 
poc alle, craft, and diſſembled holines. Firſt, in that he ſeemed a 
man moſt zealous for the pretended Reformation of the Church, by 
erecting the Diſcipline, and afterward alſo for reforming of the 
Common- wealth: That hee vſed (in outward apparance)a molt 
feruent, and deuoute manner of praying: that in his prayers, he 
did execrate himſelfe moſt deepely, if hee ſought not the glorie 
of God onely in this action, . the better to be credited, and 
to couer his villanies: that hee was 6 a daies deliberation, to an- 
ſuere the great matter, after it was firſt 2 by Coppin- 
| 2 
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ger: that he ſought to get credit to himſelfe, & to terrifie her Ma- 
zeſtie,by telling (in generalicies)of ſtrange iudgements of God, im- 
minent ouer her, that were reuealed vnto him: that foreſeeing it 
not vnlikely to raine (after a long time of drought) hee — in 
Coppingers preſence for raine, wherby it might ſeeme to be ſent by 
God, at his onely praier & mediation: that he bare them in hand 
he could tell thinges to come, being meerely contingent: that he 
could faine ſuch kind of Reuelatians, as if they were ſhewed to him 
in the middeſt of his torments, which (if they be marked) tended. 
onely to haue himſelfe magnified, as a man placed moſt highly in 
Gods fauour: that when the one of his followers ſeemed offendcd, 
he craftily excuſed the miſlike which he had ſhewed, to heare her 
Maieſtis praied for: that the better to colour his hatred & malice, 
he after ward praied for her himſelfe: that he cunningly induced 
Coppinger, either to feigne or to fancie a Reuelation, that he, & Ar- 
— — muſt obey him the ſaide Hacketin all things: that he pre- 
tended to diſpenſe with ¶Arthington, for honouring him as king of 
Europe, vntill he ſhould doe it before others, where it might ſtande 
him in better ſteede: that he craftily put off his intended anointing 
by Coppinger,(as being already done in heauen) leſt ſome (vnloo- 
ked for) accident happely falling foorth, the whole pageant might 
haue bene marred: that his pretẽded greateſt office — o(in 
Chriſts behalfe )the good from the bad, with his fanne in his hand, 
was concealed from eArthington,vntil the very time that the meſ- 
ſage was to be done by them, when as it was too late to conſider of 
it,. & vnlawful to be diſobeied: that this office he proclaimed vnto 
them(afcer his two ſolemne praiers, for direction ofthem by Gods 


r wen nod Prints oc apt ne pore raph drop- 
ped downe from heauen: that he anſwered W1ggintons queſtions 


very cunningly, as touching the old Magiſtrats that were gone, and 
the new come in place, meaning thereby ſ in trueth) the diſplacing 
of al her M.aueſties ¶ buncel: that he warily qualified Coppingers and 
Arthingtons ſpeeches, which ſeemed vnto Wigginton, to attribute a 
litle too much vnto him: that (comming through 5 ſtreets, & ſee- 
ing their proclamation had not made ſuch ſturre, as was hoped) he 
then pretended vnto Vigg. that he had not ſet them on worke, but 
maruailed what they meant therby, & therups ſignified, he would 
depart j city, & be gone home: that fearing whatmight happen in 

the euent ofthe tumult, he ſcurchem into No ſtreets, but taried — 
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hin d in the houſe himſelf:that he pur the trial of his ſaid E 
great office (which he claimed in Ch iſts roome) vpon this iſſue & 
trial, that none of y people which ſhould come to lie him, hadthe 

to kill him: for hee knew that no priuate ſubiect might or 
would attempt to doit, howſoeuer otherwiſe they tooke the mat. 
ter: thatafter the matter fel not out to his purpoſe, & being retur- 
ned to Walkers houſe, he rebuked Arth. ouermuch forwardnes, ſor 
calling him there (openly before others) the king of the earth, & ex- 
cuſed this in him, by his great zeale : that he ſlily auoided the que« 
ſtions which the miniſter of that pariſh did aske him touching 
thoſe things which Arthungton attributed vnto him: that hee vſed 
at his examinations, many craftie euaſions, w en any queſtion of 
capitall danger to him was asked: that he conſtantly at all his exa- 
minations perſiſted in denying, and ſaid he did not remember that 
action which ſeemed moſt odiouſlie traiterous touching the pier- 
cing that part of the picture, which repreſented her Mareſtiesromll 
heart: that he denied alſo to haue ſent them to publiſh as they did: 
that he did anſwerſo doggedly and (in tryerh) knauiſhly, to the 
queſtion of defacing the Lion and Dragon in her Maieſties armes: 
that to a queſtion (of moſt importance) whether her Maieſtie were 
lawfull O weene of England? he refuſed to anſwer : that he ſubtilly 
anſwered (albeit not to the law fulneſſe of her being Queene) yet 
- ſhe was (in fact) Queene as yet if ſhe had not forfeited ii: that when 
he was tortured, he reuoked his treaſons,and ſorowfully ſubmitted 
himſelfe, a courſe which by the extremitie of paine (at the firſt aſ- 
ſaying of ir) doth drive a man (being in deed mad) into a far grea- 
ter rage and impatience then he was afore: that till he was tortu- 


red, hee would not appeach any other his complices in the trea- 
ſons : that being not willing to plead directly to his ſecond indite- 


ment, he draue of the time with cunning anſweres, in deed impor- 
ting nothing leſſe then madneſſe —— in good temper, and 
(as ſeemed) well diſpoſed in mind both the night before, and the 
Wedneſday morning, vntill he ſawe no remedie, bur hat hee was 
preſently to be executed, he burſt not foorth into his horrible blaſ- 
phemies : and that at the very execution, in his greateſt impatience 
pretended, (albeit his ſpeeches were meſt villanous agaynſt the 
Queene,and blaſphemous towards God) yet he vnderſtood what 
was ſayd and done, his wordes had ſenſe,andhis prayer was cohe- 
rent togither, one part with another, None of all which things pre- 
| M 3 miſled, 
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miſſed, can happen or be found in him, that is in deed furious and 
diſtracted of his wits, ſuch as the lawes not onely doe pitie, but alſo 
ſpare and protect from all puniſnment. | 

Ifany man now ſhall maruell how ſuch yayne and fooliſh con- 


remember what Lather writ againſt certaine like fanaticall per- 
ſons,the ¶Anabaptiſis in Germanie : who pretended like puritie, and 
intended alſo a — gerous Reformation: There is fajeth hee) none 
errour ſo abſurd,but (when Gods wrath is once kindled) the deuil is able 
to perſwade it. | 
But if offence be taken by any againſt the Goſpell it ſelfe, for 


that theſe weedes haue ſprung vp in the times, and amongſt thoſe 


perſons that make outward profeſſion of it, let that bee called to 
mind, which I ſayd in the beginning ofthis treatiſe, and the com- 
pariſon and reſemblance now enſuing bee conſidered, with theſe 
mens ſes, opinions, and actions, which there 1 promiſed to 
make betwixt them and certaine hereſies and tumults ſtirred vp in 
Germanic, at the very beginning of the rene wing ofthe light of 
the Goſpell, by the prefdhing of Luther, Zumgliuu, and others, the 
briefe of which Rorie is thus, viz. | 
About ſixe or ſeuen yeeres after Lather began to preach the 
Goſpell, the deuil (to diſturbe this worke) ſtirred vp certaine hote- 
brained, vnconſiderate, and importune preachers, that miſliked not 
onely the doctrine of the Page, but the doctrine of Luther alſo, as 
not being ſo ſpirituall, nor eruing fo fitly for planting of puritie, 
as they thought requiſite, By whole continual clamour,and ſha 
2 agaynſt the enormities of the Eceleſcaſticall ſtate, the 
Nobilitie and Magiſtrates, ſuch effect was wrought, as that (in 
ime) there was kindled a moſt fearefull warre of aboue one 
hundred thouſand of the common and vplandiſh people, riſing 


and taking vp armes, almoſt about one time, in ſeuerall partes of 


Germanie, where they ſacked townes, killed certaine of the No- 
bilitie, and did many other outrages. For ſuch preachers hauing 
ſet chem on fire, did ſo harden them allo, as that they could not be 
wholy vanquiſhed, vntill 2 one place and in other of that 
countrey) fiftie thouſand of them were killed, and cut in pieces by 
the vnited forces of the molt of the Princes of the Empire. The ma- 
ner of theſe peaſants linking themſelues together, was in ſecret 
conuenticles by night, and aſſemblies in priuate houſes, where

cieits, could ſo deepely poſſeſſe men of any conſideration, let him : 


they | 
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they gaue mutuall fayth and oath, each ofthem to ſticke to other, 
Their purpoſes and counſels were how to ouerthrow the ſtate Ec 
cleſiaſtical,, the Magiſtrates and Coumſeli of Eſtate, in euery ſcue- 
rall Prouince. When they were vp in armes, they made the pre- 
tenſes of their actions, to bee the defending, erecti | 
ding ofthe preaching of the Goſpell through euery place. Being 
once aſſembled in great troupes, they then ſer foorth and publi- 
ſhed certaine points, which they required the Princes and Magi- 


ſtrates to performe and yeeld vnto them, whereoftheſe following 


were ſome, amongſt ſundry other grieuances, which they preten- 
ded were offered vnto them by Princes, Noble-men, Magiſtrates 
and gentlemen, and whereofthey vrged a Reformation, videlicet. 
One petition of thoſe vplandiſhrebels was this: that they and o- 
ther the common people, themſelues might euery where haue the 
free choiſe of fincere miniſters: another that Mortuaries might 
wholy be taken my a third, that they might —— of 
paying any tithes to Eccleſiaſticall perſons, but onely corne: and a 
fourth, that they might alſo preſcribe how theſe 7 ſhould bee 
better emploied. Latherin an anſwere thit he made to that booke 
of theirs, ſaieth, hee conceiued that this ſedition was a very ſtrata- 

eme of Sathan: tothe intent that the deuill might deſtroy and 

ill him, and otter true and ſound preachers of the Goſpell, by men 
making outward ſhew and profeſſion of the ſame religion, becauſe 
he ſawe he could not effect it, nor ſo farre preuaile by open aduer- 
ſaries, Tuch as the Pope was and his adherents, For theſe rebels 
called themſelues a Chriftian congregation, and bragged much, that 
they would (in all their actions) follow the preciſe rule of Gods 
word. And whereas (vnder the pretence of deteſtation of ſinne, 


and of their owne great ſinceritie and good lives) theſe traiterous 


rebels noted many faults in all other ſortes and ſtates of men, and 
proteſted alſo great loyaltie and fidelitie to the perſons of their 
Princes, ſo they might but haue things amiſſe reformed : he freelie 
and truely putteth them in mind, that whiles they pried thus na- 
rowly into other mens faultes , the deuill had fo blinded them 
(through pride and hy pocriſie) that they could not ſee their 
owne deteſtable treaſons, with other their ſinnes, and impie- 
ties: adding alſo, that ſuch as wreſt away or abate Princes 


ſwordes and Juriſdictions , will (vpon any fitte opportuni- 
| tie 
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tie offered) no doubt, take away their liues alſo: which is chieflie 
maintained by their ſoueraigne iuriſdiction, and by power of the 
Amongſt others, Carolaſtadius a preacher, profeſſing the Goſpel, 
ut fallen into diſcontentmer 1 £ | nainlt _ 
Luther: gaue no ſmall aduancement to this fearefull commotion. 
This man attributed much to Cabinet teachers in priuate conuen- 
ticles, and ynto viſions, and pretended conferences with God. But 
of all other preachers that pretended enmitie both to the Pope and 
vnto Luther, one Thomas CMmncer was the hotteſt and chiefeſt 
bontifen and bello wes of this ſedition. At firſt he vrged and exhor- 
ted men (in his teaching by a good 2 together) and that with 
great vehemencie, vnto a ſingular, ſtraite, preciſe, and holy courſe 
of life: namely to ſlie all, euen the leaſt ſhew of actuall Ges to 
faſt much, to array themſelues with meane and baſe rayment, to 
retaine a ſetled auſteritie in countenaunce, to ſpeake ſeldome, and 
ſuch like: which he called the bearing of the croſſe, mortification 
and diſcipline, Now when as hereby hee had procured vnto him- 
ſelfe, a great opinion of holines and reputation with the common 
people, he proceeded further vnto ſtrange and very dangerous o- 
inions ; for then he gn toteach men in their prayers, to aske a 
= of God, whether they held the trueth in religion or notẽ that 
if he gaue not a ſigne, they might importune him, and expoſtulate 
with hirn, that hee delt not well with them in not giuing a ſigne to 
them, who (in this ſort) begged but true n of him, ſay- 
ing, that to ſhew ſuch anger in prayer, was acceptable vnto God, 
for that hereby men did ſhew their feruencie in zeale. Hee taught 
alſo, that God (euen in theſe dayes) did reueale his will by dreams 
Wand viſions: that all iudgements ciuill, muſt be by the Bible or re- 
uelation from God: that all in dignitie muſt be equall. He rayled 
againlt Princes and imputed many faults vnto them, and namely 
this, that they ſuffered the Eccleſiaſtical ſtate with great impietie. 
This opinion of equalitie of authoritie and dignitie, made the com- 
mon people fall from their worke, and beginning to gad idlely vp 
and done, they tooke away (by violence) fuch things as they had 
need of, from thoſe that were more wealthie, 
,  CHMancer (in this ſort) winning many vnto him, they entered 
from time to time into ſecrete leagues together. vpon mutuall 
othes giuen, to helpe to roote out and kill all wicked magiſtrates, 
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to che intent newe that were more godly mightbe ſetin their pla- 
ces,for ſo ( he ſaide ) God had giuen in commandement vnto him. 


According to which plots(by a tumult of the 133 CMulbuſin,” 
a 


he procured the olde Officer to be depoſed, and a new Mag iſtrate to 


be ſet vp in his place, and hiniſelfe to bee choſen a Senator ofthat 


Citie, albeit he was ſtil a Preacher, and ſeemed to miſlike this courſe 
ia other men. Nowe when as by theſe and other like meanes, great 
multitudes of men, to the number of fourtie thouſand had taken vp 


armes, throughout Franconia, and Sacmis, then he thought oppor- 


tunitie ſerued him to ſet forward his purpoſes, by adioyning him- 
ſelfe vnto them: and in this action one Phyfer, a neere companion 
of his, and like affected to him, did alſo ioyne. But when the rebel- 
lious Rout wanted victuals, and many other neceſſaties, whereby 
their courages began to faile: then hee comfortedthem in his Ser- 
mons, and aſſured them (as from God) chat their cauſe and quaarrell 
was ſo good, that the frame of the whole worlde ſhould ſooner be 
changed, then they ſhould be forſaken, or left deſtitute of him. And 
when the Princes armie (gathered to ſubdue them, being greater 
and better furniſhed then theirs were) was ready to ioyne in battell, 


hee ſtill moſt reſolutely aſſured them, of ſome euident miraculous 


helpe, to bee manifeſted from Heauen, for the ouerthrowe of their 
enemies: ſaying, that God woulde ſo enfeeble all their enemies 


ſhot. that Munc er himſelfe would receiue them al( without harme) 


into the lap of his coate, before they ſhould light: for a token here- 


of, it happened that they had taken the ſigne of a Naine-bowe for 


their enſigne, he ſhewed them ( as it fell out the ſelfe ſame time ) a 
true Rainebowe in Heauen, as an vndoubted ſigne, that they ſhould 


obtaine the victorie. Whereupon * GY at firlt ſer for- 


ward, ſinging a ſong for ayde by the holy Ghoſt : but being neuei- 
theleſſe all put in Rout anddiſcomfited, Mancer fledde away, and 


diſguiſed himſelfe. Vet by meanes of certaine letters that were 


found with him, he was afterward in a houſe diſcouered, and taken. 
Being brought before the Magiſtrates he ſtoutly defended his fact, 
affirming, that Princes, who refuſed to eſtabliſſi the puritie of the 
Goſpel, were in that ſort to be bridled. When he was brought to the 
place of execution, & ſaw no hope of eſcape (which before he ho- 
ped for)he grewe to be very, much de iected, & perplexedin minde, 
in ſomuch, as without helpe of a godly Prince, which then ſtoode 

by,he could not repeate ſo much as we articles of his * = 
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I ſhall not neede to dwell long in the application and reſem- 
blance oftheſe poynts, vnto this lace tragedie : the very reading of 
them ouer, giuing ſufficient light vnto the ſame, For the ſharpe and 
angrie zeale of ſome vnaduiled Preachers, which pretend neither 
to like of the Pope, nor of the preſent ſtare of the Church, for want 
of ſome puritie, as they fanſie, hath it not incenſed, and made to 
boyle ouer, not onely the foule mouthes of CMartmiſts,but alſo the 
- traiterous actions of theſe Conſpirators ? And albeit the common 
multitude ( whomthe D!ſciplmarians bragge to bee already infla- 
med with zeale, ready to lend a hundred thouſande handes for the 
aduancement of their cauſe,and by whom they hope and ſay ſuch 
Reformation muſt at laſt bee brought in) did better keepe them- 
ſelues out of this action then was expected: Vet the danger there- 
of was as great, and if it had once taken head, would (happely) as 
hardly as the other haue bene ſubdued. Were not the treaties of 
theſe men alſo in priuate houſes at night- faſts, and the Conſultati- 
ons concerning it, at Claſſicall Conuenticles, and like aſſemblies? 
Did not theſe likewiſe ſhoote at the ouerthrowe of the whole 
ſtate Eccleſiaſticall, and at the diſplacing of her Maieſties moſt ho- 
norable Counſel, and that vnder pretence of Reformation, & to ad- 
uance the preaching of the Goſpel in euery congregation througb- 
out this land? Made not theſe the like complaints of wicked Com- 


ſellors, Noble men and Magiſtrater, for keeping out the Diſciphme,for | 


perſecuting ſincere Preachers, & afflicting Gods people, like lyons 
and Dragons? And doe they not pretend this to bee a ſpeciall grie- 
uance of their , that the common _ of euery Congregation 
may not elect their owne Miniſters? that the people are brought 
— the yoke of the lawe Ceremoniall, by paying tythes, & c. and 
is not the 4 and head of Satan, as plainely in this action, to ſeeke 
the ouerthrowe of ſound profeſſors, by others of the ſame profeſſi- 
on, vnder pretence of greater ſinceritie? Doe not theſe likewiſe al- 
moſt appropriate to themſelues and their fauorites, the ternes of 
Gods Church, of Chriſtian brethren, and of true & re formed Prea- 
chers? Is any ſpeech more rife in their mouthes, then that they will 
only be tried and iudged by Gods booke, and by his ſpirit? Do th 

not taxe all other inen ( not ſo farre gone as themſelues) of looſe 
liues, of Antichriſtianiſme, of Hypocriſie, & Idolatrie: in the meane 
time, neuer looking at their owne treaſons, diſloyalties, and other 
yices? Male they not great oſtentation of loue and fidelitie to her 


Maieſties 
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Maieſties Perſon, and of care of her ſafetie, euen when they ſecretly - 
nouriſhed a fanſie of forfeiture of her Crowne, & ſought to oucr- 
rule her by Hacket their imagined Soueraigne King of Earope?Had 
they not their Cabinet Prentice „their table-end teachers, their 


8 guides of Faſts, & c. ihat teach, pray for, & attend extraordimarie cal- 


lings by viſions, dreames, reue lations, & cuſghimmgi Was not Giles 
Wiggimton & {ome others vnto them, as Thomas Muncer, & Phifer 
were to the Germanes, men of ſuppoſed great auſteritie of life, ho- 
lineſſe, fauour with God, reſoluteneſſe in his cauſe, finglenefle, and 


1 of heart? Did not e reſolue them, by exam 


ples he gathered, touehing extraordmrarie callings in theſe dayes, by 
reaſon of the great waſte of this Church of England? Had not hee 
and they likewiſe learned of the ſame Deuill(in the prayers at faſts) 
to af ke ſignes and ſeales of God, for their — 12.29 callings? 
Doth not eArthington lay, that he importuned God in his prayers? 
and Coppinger, that hee had leaue giuen to talke more fanuliarly 
with God then afore ? Did not Hachęt in praying for the pretended 
ſſeſſed Gentle woman, fawcily expoſtulate with God, & charge 
im with his promiſe, as if he de alt not well with him? Did he not at 
his Arraignement and Execution, ſhewe ſuch anger in his 3 
againſt God, thinking belike, as thoſe did, to be excuſod by his fer- 
uencie of zeale? Did not both hee and Coppinger pretend conſe- 


renee with God by ſundrie revelations and dreames? Doe ne they pengeritheol, __ 


and the reſt of the Diſciplinarian humor, exact and ſeeke to ſquare 
out, euen in Mpotheſi, all ciuill policies and iudgements (in cauſes 
Criminall eſpecially ) vnto the Iudicials of Afoyſes, giuen forthe 
people of the Iewes? Is there any thing they ſtand more vpon, or 
condemnethe contrary deeper, then to haue an ee amongs 
all perſons Eccleſiaſticall? Doe they not inueigh ſharpely againſt 
Prince and Nobles, for vpholding the (tate Eccleſiaſtical, and in this 
reſpect intended to haue them brought to repentance , when their 
opinions grew to a ripeneſſe? Was not this their principal pretended 
purpoſe, to plant the Goſpel and their Reformation by rooting out 
wicked Mag iſtrates, and Connſellors (as they iudged) and by ſettin 

others in their places? Did Hacęts fanſied Panne in ſtead of Chill 
to ſeuer the good fiõ the bad, import any thing els, or ſhould it haue 
ſerued any other turne, then for the killing vp of al that thought not 
wel of theit Diſcipline & Reformation? Did 45 not pretend the wil 


ofthe Lord ſo to be? And was it by plainly ment, this to be ae 
| $85 S - y 
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by tumult of the common ? did not theſe like wiſe beare one 
another in hand, that all things ſhoulde ſucccede and proſper with 
them that no violence could harme them, nor any man had power 


to hurt them, as hauing Angelicall Spirits, and being in moſt high 


fauour with Godꝰ and Hacker accordingly(cuenin going to execu- 
tion) did he not call for and expect a miraculous deliuerance from 
Heauen, out ofthe hands of thoſe, whom he called his enemies? Did 
he not likewiſe (for a cettaine ſigne of his fauour with God) make 
Coppinger beleeue, that he coulde and did obtaine raine, and coulde 
Ray it at his pleaſure? Was not the chiefeſt of cheir plots and con- 
ſpiracies detected by their letters founde with them? Did not they 
likewiſe when they were conuented before the Magiſtrate, ſtout- 
ly & reſolutely defend their dealings, and maintaine, that the Prince 
had forfaited her tight, and was now to be bridled & ouer- ruled by 
others? and laſtly, was not that impious wretch Hacket as irreſo- 
lute, deiected, and baſe- minded towards his death, as Muancer, or 
any man either could be, ox as ſo bad a cauſe might procure? 

Not long after thoſe former rebellions in Germanis, another 
ſtrange and memorable Commotion happened in Munſter, the 
principall Citie of Weſiphalia,a Prouince alſo of Germanie: which is 
not vnmeete to be (in ſome poynts) alſo touched in this place, for 
the neere reſemblance that it hath vnto this late action. 


Sleydan lib. 6. After the ſuppreſſion of this former Rebellion, and about the 


yeere of the Lord 15 27, Auabaptiſtrie began mightily to ſpreade 
it ſelfe in ſundry partes of Germane, euen as Cockle and Darnell 


doth (by the ſowing of the enuious man the Deuill) among good 


wheate, It happened that in the yeere 1 532, one Bernard Rotman 
firſt, & afterward five others (ſent to aſſiſt him from the Lanta graue 
of Hef) began to preach the Goſpell truely, in and about yet, Br 
Citie of Munſtor. In the yeere 15 3 3. one /ohnſurnamed of Leyden 


à⁊ tovne in Holland (hauing none other knowen ſurname, by reaſon 


of his ignobilitie, being but a Cobler, ora Currier by his occupati- 
on) came vnto the Citie of Manſter, This Cobler was an egregious 
Anabapeiſt vnder pretence of profeſſing the Goſpel, & of an hatred 
he had of Popery, hee inſinuated himfzlfe into the acquaintance of 
the Preachers ofthe Citie of Munſter: but when it happened once 
that in anſwere to a queſtion of his(inthat behalfe made) they told 
him. chat yong infants ought tobe baptized, he laughed at them, as 
it were in ſcorne and of pitie of their ignoraunce. Not long after 
| MS | this, 
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this, one Herman Staprede, a Preacher came alſo thither: but hee 
preached openly againſt the baptiſme of yong children, By thefe 


meanes (but eſpecially by their ſeeret aſſembſſes and conuenticles 

by night) chis hereſie of Anabapriſme ſpred it ſelfe largely throughj-„ 
out that Citie, ſo that great ſpeeche was made in euery place ther- 

of: albeit no certaine knowledge was had, becauſe they admitted 
none other to their cloſe aſſemblies but ſuch, as Roode alike per- 
ſwaded. This their courſe beeing come to the Magiſtrates eares, 

all that fauoured that opinion, and had a ſſembled themſelues in a- 

ny ſuch dangerous conuenticles, were (by a generall Edict) bani- 

ſhed the Citie: but as they went out at one gate, ſo (being confi- 

dent vpon their multitudes)they returned in at anothertpretending 

that they were commaunded by God to ſtay there, and to deale 

more earneſtly and reſolutely in their buſineſſe. It happened, that 
Rotman (who before had preached againſt them) beganne at that 
time, toſhewe himſelfe to be a fauourer of their opinions: which 
thing gaue alſo great incouragement vnto them, inſomuch as they 

then c enged the ſound Preachers (which ſtoode againſt them) 

vnto diſputation, But when this chalenge was * , fo that 
learned and graue Iudges and aſſiſtants might be choſen, and that 
wharſoeuer ſhould be determined, might firmely be ſtoode vnto, 

and obſerued of all without further contradiction: then they 
ſhrunke backe, and refuſed diſputation vpon any ſuch conditions. 
Hereupon they beganne to be leſſe eſteemed with the people, then 

they were afore; therefore to recouer their former reputation wich 

them, they deuiſed another more ſhort and plauſible courſe, which 
was this. About the ende of December, one ofthem pretending to 153 3. 
be divinely inſpired, and to be rauiſhed in ſpirite, did goe through 
the ſtreetes ofthe Citie, crying, Repent, Repent, and bee againe bupti- 

zed,or elſe the * and wrath of God will quickely and ſuddeniy 

euerm helme you. By this occaſion, many of them which afore did 
lurke ſecretly in corners, and kept themſelues cloſe,came ſuddenly 
abroad, and in great routes and plumpes ranne together ( with the 
former crye) into the chiefe ſtreete ofthe Citie beeing the Market 


place, making great outeryes, that all which were not rebticed 
in token of re pentanee . ſnould be ſlaine as heathens, and as vngod- 
ly men. Aſter this, ( with ſundry great outrages done by them a-

ainſt many ofthe Citizens) they inueſted themſelues of the Gi 

all or Tow ne- houſe, and ofall the Artillerie and Munition of the 

Citie: ſo that many perſons, —_ ypon credulous ſimplicitie, —

and themſelues in this ere! bets e themſelues to a 


ſkirmiſhes laſted bet wixt both the parties, vntill they greweto a 
parley and teten, Seeg hoſtages eche to other, for obler- 
uance of it. And albeit the ſayde Roman, Ind one Bernarde Crip. 
perdulng (being chiefe in the faction) had alfo allowed of ſuch 
compolition: yet by their ſundry Letters, priuily and vnder hande 
ſent vnto othets of their faction and ſecte in places and Cities a- 
broade, they trecherouſſy (from time to time) inuited very many, 
Aeg with loſſe of their goods abroade) to retire them 
elues ro dwell at Afwyſter: aſſuring them of tenne times as much,

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of death)to bring all his gold, ſiluer, & moueable goods into a grea 
common — ed for ihat purpoſe; See | 
might be vſed & beſtowedin cõmon: for ſo he proteſted to them, 
it was the wil of his heauenly Father. The people were g grie- 
ued with this rigorous Edict; neuertheleſſe they obeyed, though 
ſore againſt their wils, Neither was it poſſible (out great danger) 
for any to conceale or hide any part from them, becauſe there were 
in Citie two gyrles, ſoothſayers, that did reueale whatſocuer was 
conc ealed, at leaſt ſo it was — Then the ſayde CIMatrbewe 
commanded euery one to bring all his bookes whatlocuer ( ſauing 
the holy Bible to be publikely burned, which was Co per- 
fourmed, Thus taking great confidence & boldneſſe that his 
and aduiſes were ſo readily obeyed, and had ſo good ſueceſſe; hee 
moſt inf _— and cruelly thruſt in with a Pike, and after ſhotte in 
with a Harquebuze one Hubert Traeteling, onely for a merie icfte 
that he made, touching one of their Prophets. Yer ſeeing that hee 
did not die thereof out of hand, the ſayde Propbettolde them, it was 
reucaled to him from heauen, that Traecebng ſhould liue, and con- 
tinue, and that God had forgiuen him. Neuertheleſſe, hee dyed of 
his wounds within fewe dayes after, Then Afattbewe got into his 
hand a long pyke; and running haſtily therewith —_— A 
Towne towards the gates, he proclaymed as he went,tharGod the 
Father had commanded him to beate backeall 5 enemies (chat be- 
ſieged them) from the towne. But beeing met neere the campe, by 
one one ly ſouldier,he was by him thruſt through, and ſo died. And 
albeit the falſehoode of his forged propheſies was thus twiſe dere- 
Qed,yet the other prophets (his companions) did ſo diſguiſe the 
matter, & bewitch the people, that they couldnotperceiue his cog- 
geries, but did rather much lament his death, as a matter ominating 
ſome great miſhap towards them, for that ſo excellent a man was 
taken away. Vet labs of Leyden comforted them, ſaying, that God 
had reuealed vnto him long before, that Matthew haue ſuch 
an en 3 e he e dee . few daics after, 
C vipperdbling alſo pro d. gh moxntaines ſbould be brought 
Cs made p Aa ſhould be xr and thereupon com- 
manded all which was left ſtanding of the Churches to be demoli- 
ſhed cuen w the ground: aſſuring them ( and that # a conſtant ſet- 
led grauitie and ꝑreat earneſtneſſe) that this commandement came 
from God himſelfe : & in further accompliſhment (as may ſeeme 2

of ſuch his propheſic: ſobn of Leden gaue to the ſaide ( ing 

the ſworde of execution, and lo made lim the common hangman 

_ ofthe Cicie, that immediatly afore was Conſul and chiefe Officer: © 

This office of Executioner ( belike ypon compact betweene them) 

he willingly accepted, and obeyed Leyden therein, as che meſſen- 
of God. Now after that ſome elzules had bene made againſt 
he Citie,by the Biſhops Arwie beſieging it, ( albeit with no ſuc- 
ceſſe) lohn of Leyden layde him downe to reſt, and dreamed three 
dayes together. Being awaked, hee ſpake not a worde to any per- 
ſon, but calling for paper, writte downe the names of twelue men. 
(whereof ſome were in deede Gentlemen ofblood) ho ſhoulde 
haue the ſoueraigue charge of all, and ſhould gouerne the Citie, as 
the heads of the tribe id in el: for ſo he ſayd, it was f heauenly 
Fathers will. But hereby (in very trueth) he layde the foundation 
of a kingdome,whereunto he aſpired. Then hee propounded vnto 
cheir te formed Preachers, certaine arcicles to be reſolued in by the 
Scriptures alone: by which if they could not confute them, then he 
would (as he ſayd) put them vp vnto the people, that by their au- 
thoritie they might be eſtabliſned. The effect of them was, that a 
man was not bound vnto one wife, but might marry ſo many as 
him ſelfe luſted. When their Preachers made ſome difficultie and 
Ricking at it, hee called them into the C aunſall houſe, together with 
the twelue new Gouernaurs or Elders, Then he put offs coteand 
| laydeitandihenew Teſtament downe together afore them, ſwea- 
ring by thoſe two(as by aſſured tokens) that the articles by him 
propoſed, were reueiled ynto him from heauen, & that God would 


Hereupon they gaue their aſſents, and thee (for three dayes toge - 
thet)they preached of nothing but of marriage. Then Loden mar- 
ried three wiues: one whereof was the widowe of their great Pro- 
phet Marthere lately deceaſed, and divers other followed the like 
example, as if it had bene a matter moſt allowable and lawdable. 
But ſome of the Citizens (of better diſpoſition) finding this courſe 
to be moſt abominable, gaue a watch word through the townefor 
all that truely fauoured the Goſpel without fantaſtical nouelties, to 
come into the Market place: where being aſſembled, they appre- 
headed Loden, Cupperdoling, and all the reſt of their Prepbeti. But 
when the common people wete aduertiſed hereof, they ſtraight- | 
way tooke Ames, aud teſcued the: priſoners from them. = 

| people 
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Prophets, paring them to death with moſt exquiſite tormentes: 
namely, they faſtened fiſtie of them vnto trees, and ſnotte at them 
with harquebuzes, their great Prophet (all the while) crying thus 
vnto them, that he that would doe God good ſetuice, ſhould fiſt 
ſhoote at them; and others were put vnto ſundry other ſeuetall 
1 2 — TFT 1 
In the Moneth of ſuiy that yeere, a new prophet (being a golde- 
ſmith by his trade) adele = amongs - oa who — — = 
the multitude together into the Market ſteede, ſignified vnto them, 
it was the will and commaundement of the heauenly Father, that 
lobn of Leyden (ſhould bee Emperony of all the earth; and that hee 
marching forth with a puiſſant armie, ſhould deſtroy all Kings and 
Princes, but ſhould ſpare the common people that loued righteouſ- 
neſſe and ſynceritie, to the intent hee may holde the ſeate of Daxid 
his father, vntill the heauenly Father ſhould receiue againe the 
kingdome: for (ſayd he) ouy men mult onely rule inthe worlde, 
afterthey haue once 7 — ed all the wicked out of the way. 
When the Prophet had ended theſe ſpeeches, ſuddenly Jabs of Ley- 
den kneeled downe, and liſting vp his handes to heauen, ſayde thus: 
Brethren, it is a good while agone ſince firſt knewe this, and yet 
would not hitherto publiſh it abroade: but nowe the Father hath 
vſed another Miniſter to bring it to paſſe and to proclayme it. So 
having ( by this ſubtiltie ) — bee King, hee firſt depo- 
ſed the twelue Gauernours, and after the maner of other Kings, did 
chooſe and create ſundry to be great Lordes about him: hee alſo 
cauſed two Crownes of pure golde to be made for himſelſe, and a 


Royall robe, coller and ſcepter, with other complements of Maie- 


ſtie. He aſſigned alſo certaine dayes, wherein he would giue audi- 
ence to all complaynants and ſuters. Whenſoeuer he came abroad, 
he was attended with his Officers and gentlemen of his Court, and 
with two yong henchmen on horſebac ke, the one on his right hand 
carying the Bible, and the other on hisleft,carying a drawen (word. 
He had alſo a magnifical Throne prepared and ſet on high for him, 
With a golden cloth of Eſtate, At a certaine time, when the King 
was thus ſet in his Maieſtie, and the * thronged cloſe toge- 
ther about him, Cumpperdaling one of the prophets, gotte vpon the 

oples heads; and ſo creeping along on his hands and feete, hee 
breathed ypon them in their mouhes one after another, ſaying.

thus: the Father hath ſanctified thee, receiue the holy Ghoſt. Cer- 
taine weckes after,the new Prophet (afore mentioned) cauſed (by. 
ſounde ofa Trumpet) to bee proclaymed, that all ſhould retyre 
themſelues in armes vnto the Churchyard of the chiefe Church, 
for that the enemie muſt be repelled from the towne. Comming 
thithet, they found a great ſupper ready 222 Then there ſate 
downe to ſupper(as they were commaunded)foure thouſand: and 
after theſe had ſupped, one thouſand moe ( that had wayted) fate 
done. The King allo, and the chiefe Q neene, together with their 
courtiers did ſerue at table. The ſupper being towards an ende, the 
king gaue bread vnto euery one of them, ſaying, T abe gate, and ſbem 
forth the Lordes death. Then the Q weene preſented them with the 
cup, ſaying, Drinke,and ſhew forth the Lords death. This being done, 
the ſaid prophet got him wP into a pulpit, and asked them if t 
would obey the word of the Lord? which when they had yeelded 
vnto that they would, he ſaide it was the Fathers commandement, 
that eight and twentie Doctors or Teachers ſhould be ſent forth in- 
to all the corners of the world, to teach doctrine that was taught 
and receiued in that Citie. Then he named them all, and the parti- 
cular place whither ech of them ſhould goe. So after all was done, 
they let the ſaid eight and twentie Preachers out of the towne by 
night very cloſely, for feare of thoſe without, who beſieged themy 
giving to euery one (aboue that which ſhould defray his charges) 
one peece of gold, and commanding them to leaue it at ſuch places 
where their doctrine ſhould not be teceiued, for a teſtimony ofſuch 
peoples damnation, & everlaſting perdition, for refuſing ſich meſ- 
the places aſſigned vnto ihẽ, they cryed in the ſtreets ofthe townes 
where they came, Repent, repent, or elt youſhallall quickly periſh, Then 
they ſpred their garments on the | A" before the Magiſtrates, & 
vpon them they laid the pieces of gold which were afore deliuered 
vnto them, aſſuring them, and proteſting that they were ſent from 


the heautly father, to bring them peace & mercy: and ifthey would 


receiue it, then they muſt giue vp all their goods to be vſed in com- 
mon: but ifrhey refuſed it, then that ſigne & token ſhould be a wit- 
nes againſt them of ingratitude & rebellion againſt God. For ( ſayd 
they) now is the time come that was ſpoken of aforeby 5 Prapheti, 
in which righteouſnes ſhall reigne in the earth vniverſally;& when 

the King(meaning ob a Leyden) hath broughit to paſle, that righ-

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to his Father. But theſe preachers being hereupon apprehẽd cy

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reſolutely ſtood in it, & defended that they onely held the true do» 
Etrine, which they would mainteine vpon peril of their lives. Being 
asked, what iuſſice they could enter ypon, and poſſeſſe other mens 
wiues, children & goods as they dächthey lad, Ihe time was come 
foreſpoken of by Chriſt that the mecke ſhould poſſeſſe the earth, & that 
God gauetheſe vnto them, as he did giue the goods of the Egyptias 
yntathe Iſraclires. They affirmed alſo, ) king Dauid & John a Leyden 
were two 0 8 prophets : but y Pope & Luther were both falſe 
prophets; whereof Luther was the worſe, Thus ſtil perſiſting oblli- 
nate in their erroneous opinions(notwithſtanding y tortures which 
they endured)they were al beheade d, ſauing one of them, chat eſca- 
ped away by flight. Whiles theſe things were thus in doing within 
and abroad, the citie of Munſter was euery day more & more ſtrait- 
ly beſieged, and preſſed with extreme famine, ſo that for feare leſt 
many] chiefe Burgers ſhould capitulate with the enemie, & yeelde 
the King vp vnto the ihe, their King therefore did chuſe twelue, 
whom he held moſt faithful vnto him, & appointed them to be cap- 
taines of warre ouer ſo many ſeueral parts ofthe towne,into which 
he did quarter it: entertayning the ſaid twelue perſons with moun- 
taines of large promiſes, and telling them ouer what great Prouin- 
ces & Dominions vnder him he would after place them, Thus the 
famine ſtil more & more encreaſing in the Citie (ſo ibat ſundry di- 
edthereof;albeirthe King had abundance for himſelfe & his ſpecial _ 
fauourites,not onel oy 245} neceſſitie, but alſo to ryot & ban- 


uet)it happened, that one of his Qgeenes in commileration of the 
7 Eleeffed d vnte chereſt, that ſhee could not beleeue it was the 
wil of God, that me ſhould in that fort be ſuffred to die for want o 
food. Hereupon being accuſed,ſhe was broght into 5 market place, 
& being n eee, to kneele down,the king ſtrake off lier head; 


althe reſt of his Queens login g, dancing, & giuing thiks therfore 
to the heaueniy Father. But whe 8 


8 Fatih t as the cõimon ſort had like to haue 
mutined,by reaſon ofthe extremitie of fanunegheir King promiſed 
them aſſured deliuerãce from God before Eafter, When Eaſter was 
come, no ligne or tokẽ of their deliuerãce appeared, Then the king 
fained bimfelf to be ſicke for ſixe dayes: afterward( aſſembling the 
people into j market ſteed) he told them, hat all chat while he had

the ſinnes of che whole multitude, ſo that now they were cleanſed 
and freed from all vice: which was the deliuerance which he pro- 
miſed vnto them, & there with they were to holde themſelues con- 
rented, When the Brſbops ſtren —— ſupplies from the 
Princes of he Empire were — reẽforced matters (inthe town) - 
grewe to that extremitie, that by meanes of two perſons who con- 
ueyed themſelues ſecretly forth of the towne ) it was at laſt ſurpri- - 
ſed by the aſſaylants, though with much adoe and bloodſhed, euen 
aſter they were entred, Their King, with Cuipperdolurg and Crecu- 
ting their two falſe prophets were taken aliue : but Reiman their 
Reformed preacher (ſeeing no hope to eſcape) deſperatelyrannein 
amongs the thickeſt ofthe armed companies, and by them he was 
cut in pieces. The three perſons aforenamed were caryed about 
the countrey, as a ſpectacle toſundry the Princes and others there- 
abouts, and after were brought * againe vnto Munſter. The 
Biſhoppe of Munſter demaunded of the King, by what authoritie he 
tooke vpon him to rule in that Citie? ho asked the ſayde Beſhoppe | 
againe, by what authoritie he the ſayd Biſbppe claymed any pow- 
er there? When he anſwered, that he had it by meanes of election 
vf the Chapter, and by conſent of the people, the King replying, 
ſayde,that himſelfe had his authoritie from God. After two dayes 
had bene beſtowed with them, to reduce them (by godly perſwa- 
ſions) from their errours, Leyden their King confeſſed his ſinne, and 
deſited forgiuenefleat Chriſtes handes. But Cuipperdoling and Cre- 
| cliting would confeſſe no fault, but defended their courſe and opi- 

' nions with great obſtinacie. So all three being tyed vnto poſtes, 
Mere diſmembred by peece meale, and pulled in ſmall peeces with _ 
hotte burning pinſers and tongs, and afterward their carkaſes were 
hanged vp there in yron cages; but the King in the midſt, and much 
higher then the other two, as his place required. 1 

Beſides certaine eſpecial cpinions which theſe Anabaptiſis held, 
namely, yong childrt were not tobe baptized, & touching lawfulneſſe, 
of Poligamie or hauing many wines : Of communitie of goods,and that 
Chriſt tooke not fleſh of the virgin Mary &c. they alſo taught and de- 
fended many other ſtrange, erroneous and hereticall poſitions: and 
yet they ſhewed as much deuotion, outward holines and puritie, as 
might be. As for example. they held theſe folowing:viz. that aperfit 
Chriſtia mig bi not exerciſe y office of a Magiſtrat nor might take an oth 
before im: that God doth now oftitimes ſhew his will by extraordinarie 
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renelations dreames, and viſont That the common n : 
ciall aurboritie in determinmg and eftabliſhing of Church canſes : That 
before the day of indg ement the kingdome of Chriſt ſhalbe ſuch, as that = 
the godly and elett, ſhall onerthrow & ſubdue all the wicked and then they 
alone ſhall rule in the earth : That it is lam null for the people to depoſt ani 
put downe the Prince or Magiſtrate: That Mimiſters and others godly 
affe led,onght to eſtabliſh (though it were by force) a Reformation in all 
Countries: That Princes and Magiſtrates ang ht not to pur ſue this kind: 
of perſons, ſor that they are innocents and the beloned people of God: That 
the ſeate of Nanid which was fallen downe muſt bee reeſtabhſhed, and 
that Chriſt nowe in the latter ende of the worlde ſhall reigne externally 
vpon the earth : That the time of beſirge ( they then linedin ) was that 
rhereof * prophecied, wherein the inſt and godly were afflified and 


, perſecmted: Thar the time of their delinerante and enlargement was at 


hand : which ſhould be like to that delinerance of the Iſraelites from the 
thraldome vnder the Babylonians : And that then = wicked and vn- 

odly ſhall receiue the gnerdon and recompenſe of all their impieties com- 
pn againſf the > all the ungodly long 05 out of the way, the 
ſeate of righteouſneſſe ſhould bee prepared and adnanced: That there ts 
none efficacie or force in that baptiſme, wherewith'infants are baptized. 
All which they obſtinately defended, and yet (henſoeuer they 
_ werecliarged) they pretended that they wonlde acknowledge and con- 
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feſſe their errors, if they ſhoulde bee ſhewed vnto them by the Seriptares, = e 


to be errourt. ü 
Nowe as I haue done afore, in the Hiſtorie of Thomas Muncer, 
I muſt craue leaue, that with the readers patience, I may alſo briefly 


compare and reſemble ſome of the dealings and errours of the 4- 


nabaptiſts of the Citie of CMwnrſter , with the actions and opinions 
of theſe late conſpirators, & of their DINE ſchoolemaſters, 
from x hom they haue fucked like poyſon. 
For did not Hacket (the moſt ignorant of all the three, being but 
an vnlettered Maltſter) in like fort take ypon him to rule the other, 
and to mannage the whole action? and are not the moſt ignorant 
of ſuch as be of this humor, moſt preſumptuous to direct all others, 
and to diſcuſſe deepeſt doubts ? Haue not their mutuall cohortati- 
ons, and ſeditious inſtructions, with their conceiued prayers, and 
„ ee Faſts, (that they practiſed in priuie conuenticles, aud 
blies) giuen greateſt ſtrength to his faction, to the ſeduction 
of numbers? Haue not the Magiſtrates now as great cauſe tolooke

into theſe proceedings, before they make head, vpon confidence of 
their multicudes ? Have not all the ſtayed and ſounde Preachers of 
this land, by ſundrie Maleperti, and nowe againe by eArthington, 
bene ( molt inſolently ) challenged ynto diſputation? Hath not 
the cauſe of this pretented Diſcipline, beene neuetheleſſe quaſhed 
( oftentimes ) in Pulpics,in publike diſputations in the vniuerſities, 
and by learned treatiſes written: whereby the weakeneſſe, and 
meagerneſſe of their childiſh collectious, haue beene fully diſ- 
played? Will they make any haſte, or dare they to offer diſputa- 
tion, if ſuch conditions, aſſiſtants, and indifferent and learned 
Iudges as are fit, ſhall bee ſet downe and appoynted? and ( being 
| beaten from their ordinarie meanes) haue not theſe Conſpirators, 
and ſuch as haue animated them, betaken themſelues vnto 
pretended extraordinarie callings, rauiſhings in ſpirite, caryings 
into Heauen, revelations, dreames and viſions? Haue they not £ 
ditiouſly filled our ſtreetes with their like hypocriticall outcries 
of Repent , Repent , &c,and by gathering of Routes, tending to 
vproare and popular tumulc ? If their L had CET 
and their prophecies of killing and maſſacring men (like ſwine) 
in Londen ſtreetes, had come to paſſe; woulde the outrages , 
4 haynouſneſſe, haue come any whit behinde thoſe of Man-

If this-ſort of perſons haue bene gratified with any indifferent 
coleration , coulde their teſtleſſe buſie heads (though they haue 
promiſed otherwiſe ) ceaſe to hammer, by long hand, and ſe- 
cretely, the bringing to full effect of their deſignements, viz. That
